The article indicated that Similas took a photograph 
at the time the shots were fired at President Kennedy as the 
President's car passed showing two figures beside the gun 
barrel at the window, referring to the window in the Texas 
School Book Depository Building from which the shots were fired. 
In Similas' statement to the RCMP he claimed that the informa- 
tion attributed to him was not actually correct and that he had 
not drawn the conclusions about the photographs taken by him 
but another reporter did. This reporter was also interviewed 
and he told a different story than Similas maintaining that 
Similas made the conclusions concerning the photography. The 
author of the article, Ken Armstrong, also advised that Similas 
verified and authenticated the article before it was published 
and he had no way of knowing whether the statements made by 
Similas had any basis. 


The RCMP reported that Similas may have deliberately 
falsified his article to further his occupation and to make the 
article saleable. In addition, RCMP reported that Similas' 
story contained tee many inconsistencies and “outright lies" 
toa be taken sriously. 


Bureau files reveal that according to Similas, he 
attended the American Bottlers' Carbonated Beverages Convention 
held at the Trade Mart, Dallas, Texas, November 17 through 22, 
1963, and he was located approximately 250 to 300 yards» West of 
the Texas Schoolbook Depository Building at the time the shots 
were fired at President Kennedy. Later Similas took a bus from 
Dallas to Chicago obtaining air transportation at Chicago and 
arrived in Toronto, Canada about 10 p.m., November 23, 1963.

"THE JIM GARRISON INQUIRY, A CANADIAN IS ALLEGED 
TO BE AN IMPORTANT WITNESS..." 


Spectacular developments are expected to occur soon regard- 
ing the inquiry conducted by Attorney Jim Garrison of New Orleans, 
relative, as everyone knows, to the Dallas tragedy. 


André Fontaine, of Canadian extraction, born at St-Gédéon, 
Lake St-John, P.Q., had been residing in Cuba, Miami and the Bahamas 
Since 1957, assigned to the CBC news agency, who witnessed ‘events. 
that occurred following that incident. He allegedly "disappeared" 
Since, in an obscure manner. ; 


He had advised his employers shortly before the tragic visit 
that there was a serious rumor in the Cuban leader circles in Miami 
and New Orleans, to the effect that "President Kennedy would be 
assassinated during his visit to Dallas, because of the Cubans’ dis- 
content brought about by the President's attitude following the Bay 
of Pigs' failure and his categorical refusal regarding military action 
against Cuba. . 


André Fontaine, who had gone to Dallas to cover the President's 
visit, had sent a live broadcast over the CBC network, regarding the 
news of the assassination at the very moment when the President's 
death was being officially confirmed. 


During a visit to Montreal some time after the tragedy, he 
gave an interview to CBC, and it appears today that what he said then 
corroborates in all respects the conclusion (?] fatally reached by 
Attorney Garrison. 


That thirty minute interview broadcast over the Montreal CBF 
Station was allegedly recorded by American agents. Afterwards, his 
life was threatened on many occasions. Especially since his return 
from Cuba in January 1966, concerning his reports on the Tricontinental 
Conference, which were broadcast at that time, over the CBC news French 
network. He had also just completed an upsetting document (manuscript) 
on the Cuban revolution's success, manuscript that disappeared with hin, 
but a copy was later found abroad and enabled to hold an inquiry that 
could bring about the expected results shortly. 
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Upon his return from Cuba, the American authorities allegedly 
attempted unsuccessfully to accuse him of espionage ‘for the Cuban 
government, and as his presence had become embarrassing on the Ameri- 
can territory, they allegedly wanted to dispose of him. On May 22, 
1966, he was put under arrest near his Miami residence and detained 
in the utmost secrecy by the American Immigration, which wanted extra- 
dite him to Canada following a request by the Quebec authorities for 
alleged minor charges that did not carry extradition because of an 
agreement between the two countries. Fontaine had been informed of 
that plot and had warned his close friends and press agencies. 
Jamaica and other countries had granted him political asylum with 
all necessary protections; now, on July 22, 1966, while he was taken 
to the Miami international airport, thinking he was leaving for 
Jamaica as he had been told by his lawyer and his secretary on July 
Get) he was literally "kidnapped" and forced to board a plane via 

ontreal. : 


An official document of the American Immigration certifies that 
his right thumb print was in the space where his signature should 
have been, which confirms that he allegedly refused to sign that docu- 
ment. He was refused all contacts with his lawyers or his residence 
prior to his departure. 


Aboard the "Miami-Boston-Montreal" plane, accompanied by 4me- 
rican agents (Immigration and C.I.A.), he was surreptitiously adminis- 
tered a poison. Shortly after arriving in Montreal, he was taken un- 
conscious to St.Luc Hospital where doctors fought for several days 
in order to save his life. 


A few days later, following that attempt on his life and while 
he had not regained all his physical and mental faculties, he allegedly 
was taken, held by two agents, before an influential judge and 
"hastily" charged behind closed doors with a series of minor offences 
that he had allegedly committed. 


A long and difficult -and serious this time - investigation 
proves through receipts and service notes from his press agencies and 
namely CBC aS well as his passports, that it was not possible for him 
to commit the said offences as he was not in Canada onthe alleged 
dates of the pretences which are undeniably false and unfortunate. 


Because of reprisals that might have been made against him 
and of his condition at that time, he was compelled to plead guilty 
-and was "expeditiously" given on the spot a 276 years' sentence in 
the St.Vincent de Paul maximum security penitentiary, that is 27 
times life... 


André Fontaine had become an international personality applauded 
and honoured all over the world, through the discovery of his revolu- 
tionary medium, the liquid fluorescent silicon fibre-glass and his 
unique cosmonitic (?) art. International critics have written hundreds 
of pages about him. 
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| Early in 1961, he had inaugurated at the Miami WMIE station, 
the French Voice, programs produced with the CBC French network in- 
ternational service, for the Florida and West Indies French-speaking 
population, thus contributing to make his country and his native land 
known through pictures he was showing on his programs. Today, the 
Caribbean Radio French section no longer exists. 


Since his incarceration (at the St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary). 
all his close friends, his family and parents have been forced to | 
keep Silent. Some from Florida have allegedly even disappeared in a | 
mysterious manner, namely his secretary, Miss C. McCarthy as well as 

her (?). friend journalist Lisa Howard (who had died since...), a close 
friend of the Cuban government and of the Kennedy family. She alleged- 
ly declared a few days after the tragedy: "President Kennedy was 
assassinated because his views did not concur with those of the Cuban 
leaders in the U.S.A., the extreme right movements, the C.I.A. and 

the very entourage of Vice-President Johnson who together with his 
friends were @lling for military action against Cuba. 


Fontaine was also aware that she had made approaches for a 
possible secret meeting, between Raoul Castro, "Che" and Robert Kennedy 
on a private island in the Bahamas, in order to study the possibility 
of renewing mutual diplomatic relations. She was to become the U.S. 
ambassador in Cuba. 


As all levels of the Quebec and federal criminal hierarchy 
refused to give him any assistance to bring to light that mystification, 
a committee asked the International Commission of Human Rights in 
Geneva (United Nations Organization) presided over this year by a 
Canadian, Professor John Humphrey of the McGill University Law Faculty 
(Montreal) to intervene in his favour. A spokesman for the Interna- 
tional Yourt of Justice in the Hague states that "The Fontaine case , 
would be unique in the criminal history of the so-called "free" é 
countries"... ;

ARRIVED IN Dallas on November 

18, 1963, to attend a convention of 

the American Bottlers of Carbonated 
Beverages. My assignment was to photo- 
graph highlights of -the convention and 
gather information to be used in the 
Canadian Beverage Review, a Toronto- 
based trade publication. | normally live 
and work in Toronto. 

Before the end of the convention on 
November 21, I had interviewed and 
photographed Vice-President Lyndon 
Johnson, who was a keynote speaker at 
the meeting, and had whiled away part 
ot an evening chatting with the owner of 
a nightclub across the street from my 
hotel. His name was Jack Ruby. 

Looking upon subsequent events, I

dys the evening of Thursday, Nov 21, 
SE had phoned Jack Ruby's, across the 
street from my hotel, to determine if the 
“free admission” tickets given to conven- 
tion delegates. were genuine or come-ons. 
I had not been able to reach him, so a 
group of us decided to show them at the 
nightclub entrance anyway. 

“Fast as Lb had suspected, we were told 
by the door attendant that the tickets 
were not good for free admission that 
nighi. Rather than pay the door charge 
we uirned to go, and at this moment Jack 
Ruty appeared. My first impression was 
wf a heavy-set, ‘hard-headed individual 


who could be a warm host one minute 
and a bouncer the next. 

“Come in, boys,” he smiled, putting 
his arm around our shoulders as he led 
us to a table up front. From time to 
time he returned to join us, bought us a 
drink and chatted. When I asked his per- 
mission to snap some pictures of the 
entertainers he said, “Sure, but why don’t 


‘you save your film for President Kennedy 


when he drives through the city tomor- 
row. The parade route is just down the 
street.” 


There was certainly nothing in Jack 
Ruby's behaviour that night to indicate 
that he was other than a Kennedy fan 
with a tremendous gift of the gab. 


Now, the next day, I 
Ruby's advice as 1 heard the TV news 
commentator announcing the impending 
parade. It was then that I decided to walk 
down two blocks to Main Street and see 
the procession. At the corner of three 
streets intersecting Main I could see that 
large crowds had already gathered. So I 
walked on, to a park near an overpass 
where the crowd thinned somewhat. It 
was a pleasant, sunny day and I enjoyed 
walking the extra distance. 

I checked the setting of my 120 
Japanese camera, 
verify the position of the sun and stepped 
off the curb to catch an early view of the 
presidential procession.

Now the cheering was louder. I couid 
see the President, sitting in the rear 
part of the vehicle.

I have a feeling that President 
Kennedy actually saw his assassin in that 
split second before the first shot rang out 

for he appeared’~to be looking

Hear: U.S. Justice Dept. Letter Blocked 
Their Arcest Seven Months Before JFK 
Slaying.” 

Substance of this piece was that 
Oswald and Ruby were linked in an un- 
successful attempt to assassinate Gen, 
Edwin A. Walker several months before 
the Kennedy assassination. It went on to 
say that the. Dallas police. immediately’ 
after the Walker affair. received orders 
from the U.S. Justice Department to re- 
frain from picking them up. and that the 
Justice Department deliberately kept the 
pair out of jail before the Kennedy 
ussassination, Moreover, it stated that the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency was 
using Ruby to recruit’ commandos for 
raids against Cuba. 

Articles of this kind can only serve to 
heighten the suspicions of thinking 
Americans and undermine thetr  onfi- 
dence in Federal and municipal govern- 
ment. I fervently hope that when Chie? 
Justice Warren's commission defivers its 


findings into the assassinauion of Presi- 


dent Kennedy. the truth and all the truth 
will be told. at whatever price, thereby 
fitting the final pieces into the Dallas 
puzzle.

BZ I AM getting ahead of my story. 

Shortly after arriving in Dallas, I 
read a prominent article in the local 
press devoted to an impending visit by 
Richard Nixon. Nixon would be flying 


‘directly from New York, and would be 


spending only one day in Dallas. I don’t 
even recall what business brought him 


to Big-D, but I remember that the press , 


coverage was heavy and a great many 
people were “talking up” Nixon’s chances 
in the 1964 presidential election. 
Somebody had told me that President 
Kennedy was also coming to the city in 
a few days, and the thought occurred to 
me, what a coincidence that these two 
battlers for the presidency a few years 
ago should both appear .in Dallas at 
almost the same time. :

I attended the American Bottlers' Carbonated Beverages 
Convention, held at the Trade Mart in Dallas, Texas, Nov. 17th 
to Nov. 22, 1963.

PASSING ON THE street immediately behind my Hotel (The Adalphus), 
I took my camera with the intention of getting some photographs. 
I saw that it would be impossible to get a photo in the vicinity 
of the hotel due to the density of the crowd and I walked about 
three or four short blocks further down the street. The position 
I finally took was approximately 250 or 300 yds. west of the Texas 
Book Depository Bldg. Approximately five minutes later the 
autocade appeared at the corner of Main and Houston. I took my 
first picture as the lead motorcycle passed in front of me. At 
the same time as I took the first picture I heard the first shot 
fired. I didn't take any more pictures until a bus carrying the 
Presidential Press Party came into view. 


I started with a fresh roll of film and there were three 
exposures left when it was all over, 


I called the Toronto Star and my employer and advised them 
what I saw and a short time later I received a call at the Hotel 
from a Hamilton Radio Station CHML I belive, and a taped interview 
was made by a chap named JOHNSON, 


As I came from the scene I felt that the shots had come 
from the direction of the overpass which was behind me, and it 
was not until I saw a Secret Service Agent look up and back that | 
I thought otherwise. At the same time an Agent sitting in front | 
of the car did the same thing. I then took a picture of the | 
Depository Bldg. The Presidential car veered towards me and then 
took off accelerating very quickly. 


I took a bus from Dallas to Chicago as I was unable to : 
make airline reservations. Enroute I picked up a newspaper in St. 
Louis and noticed a story which was published on the day of the 
assassination and whi¢h was written by a Dallas reporter. I might 
add that during the events preceding the assassination, I noted a 
person on the south east corner of Houston and Elm St. I identify 
him @s being a reporter because he had a camera and a strobe unit. 
I also feel that I had seen him before during the events connected 
with the convention. The. story which appeared in the Dallas paper 
and which was later copyrighted and appeared in other papers 

“ineluding the St. Louis Post Dispatch described the account.of the 
view as being where this individual I referred to was standing. 
“At no time did I ever meet or speak to this reporter. His account 
of the assassination indicated thet he observed two people and the 
rifle barrel being withdrawn from the window into the building. 


At Chicago I contacted T.C.A. Reservations where I 
received a message to call a local Chicago number.

CONTAINED MORE pictures of the assassination and it was in my 
camera case along with 14 or 15 other rolls, As I did not have 
time to wait for these to be processed, I left them with JEFFERIES 
to be processed later.

comment that it was too bad that there was so much duplication 

of the negatives I had with those they had received on the wire

I arrived in Toronto at about 10:00 P.M. on Nov. 23rd. 
Almost immediately on my arrival at home, I was contacted by a 
reporter from the Toronto Telegram who advised they received word 
from the Associated Press in Chicago that I had negatives that they 
might be interested in. He arrived at my home in five or ten 
minutes. I went over the story giving him an eyewitness account 
of what I had seen and heard during and following the assassina- 
tion. He then examined the negatives, and while examining them he 
exclaimed, "There looks like two people at this window", I then 
went over and looked at the negative and I agreed that there were | 
two objects in the window on the 6th floor south-east corner of the 
building. This window differed from the others in that it had an 
alcove above the window as opposed to the others on the 5th and 
other floors, which had a square frame. The two objects appeared 
“to be people and the Telegram Reporter thought he saw what 
appeared to be a rifle barrel between them. I did not make any 
comment on this upon looking at it as it blended into the shadow 
of the object to the left. 


This negative was one of a strip of three and this strip plus

The following day, Sunday, I was visited by another

The story and a photo of me taken Saturday night, along 
with the follow-up story and my comments about Jack RUBY appeared 
in the Monday edition of The Telegram.
